REPORT. 


In  presenting  to  our  Contributors  and  the  Public,  the  statistics  of  the 
condition  (pecuniary  and  general)  of  this  Institution,  we  desire  to 
embody  something  of  that  spirit  of  gratitude  which  pervades  our 
hearts,  and  impells  to  unusual  and  warm  acknowledgements.  In  the 
midst  of  a  period  of  unprecedented  financial  trial  you  have  generously 
given  of  your  substance,  and  sustained  the  hands  of  those  who  felt 
some  natural  fears,  lest  the  increase  of  necessary  expenditure  and  the 
depression  of  the  business  world,  might  interfere  with  the  prosperity 
of  this  charity.  But  the  faithlessness  of  natural  anxiety  has  met  with 
its  just  rebuke;  since  He  from  whom  the  impulse  came,  which  caused 
this  charity  to  exist,  has  moved  the  hearts  of  our  friends  to  unusual 
generosity.  To  Him,  then,  be  all  the  praise!  and  to  you,  His 
instruments,  our  grateful  acknowledgements. 

By  means  of  your  aid  we  have  given  support  to  a  family  of  eighty 
children,  whose  natural  guardians  found  themselves  incompetent  to 
their  simple  sustenance.  A  double  benefit  has  been  conferred  in  most 
cases.  The  widowed  mother,  for  example,  has  been  relieved  of  half  her 
burden,  in  the  support  of  her  children,  and  those  children  have  found 
better  than  home  care,  in  addition  to  a  rudimental  training  in  common 
education,  as  well  as  in  those  principles  of  good,  taught  only  in  the 
word  of  God  !  The  poor  man,  (whose  motherless  ones,  left  to  hireling 
ignorance  and  waste,  would  have  squandered  childish  innocence,  and 
learned  little  else  but  sin  and  shame,)  has  found  a  home  for  his  babes, 
and  impulse  to  strive  for  their  happiness  and  support. 

By  the  system  which  requires  the  natural  guardian  to  pay  seventy- 
five  cents  per  week  for  each  child,  the  responsibility  and  self  respect 
of  the  guardian  is  perpetuated. 

This  rule,  while  it  claims  from  the  guardian  but  a  meagre  pittance, 
effectually  prevents  a  pauper  spirit,  in  as  much  as  it  keeps  alive  a 
need  of  exertion  on  his  part,  and  a  sense  of  .  great  relief  from  his 
previous  heavier  taxation. 
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During  the  month  of  January  the  fearful  scourge  Scarlet  Fever, 
broke  out  in  the  Institution,  and  all  the  children  passed  through  its 
pestilential  influence.  Through  the  blessing  of  the  Almighty,  the 
skillful  exertions  of  our  Physicians  and  nurses,  were  rewarded  by  a 
return  to  perfect  health,  in  most  cases ;  and  but  six  fell  victims  to  its 
power.  It  is  a  source  of  peculiar  thanksgiving,  that  very  few  have 
felt  the  evil  results  of  a  disease,  which  but  seldom  visits  an  individual 
without  leaving  a  lasting  injury.  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
added  their  dangers  and  distresses  to  this,  scene  of  illness,  and  during 
three  months  the  Institution  presented  the  features  of  a  Hospital 
rather  than  those  of  a  cheerful  Foster  Home. 

No  niggard  praise  should  be  bestowed  on  those  offiicers  of  the 
Institution  who  daily  and  nightly  (forgetful  of  fatigue  and  unmindful 
of  selfish  comfort,)  ministered  to  the  sufferings  of  tortured  childhood ! 
When  the  ban  of  pestilence  was  removed  from  the  dwelling,  and  the 
managers  renewed  their  visits  of  investigation  and  watchfulness,  a 
scene  of  cleanliness  and  comfort  greeted  them  with  pleasant  welcome, 
and  confidence  in  the  faithfulness  of  their  officers,  gladdened  their 
hearts.  Of  the  unwearying  care  of  our  physicians  Drs.  Arrott  and  C. 
Morris,  we  desire  to  express  our  sincere  and  grateful  appreciation. 

The  fever  occurred  during  Dr.  Cheston  Morris'  attendance  at  the 
Home,  and  of  his  faithful  care  and  skill  we  cannot  say  enough.  Dr. 
Arrott  has  been  our  physician  for  six  years  past,  and  to  him  do  we 
owe  especial  thanks  for  kindly  interest  and  attention.  In  this  con- 
nexion we  desire  to  express  to  Rev.  Mr.  Allen,  city  missionary,  (and 
to  others  who  kindly  tnterest  themselves  in  Sunday  teachings,)  the 
emotions  of  appreciation  and  respect,  which  their  attentions  to  our 
young  household,  could  not  fail  to  call  forth.  The  children  love 
Mr.  Allen's  visits,  and  we  trust,  will  yield  fruit  of  the  good  seed  he 
always  strives  to  implant.  Little  Johnny  Rankin,  for  nearly  three 
years,  a  sufferer  from  spinal  disease  was  happily  relieved  from  his 
infirmity  and  all  other  earthly  pangs  in  the  month  of  February. 
Young  as  he  was,  kindness  and  sympathy  found  fruitful  soil  for 
gratitude  in  his  breast.  In  his  last  hours  he  tenderly  named  those 
ladies  to  whom  he  owed  his  occasional  pleasures. 

At  the  present  moment  the  "  Home"  presents  a  happy  scene  of 
general  health, — childish  cheerfulness,  and  progressive  improvement. 

We  feared  the  changes  consequent  to  the  departure  of  the  teacher, 
who  had  conducted  with  signal  approbation,  the  studies  of  the  children 
for  several  years,  would  result  in  injury  to  the  interests  of  the  school, 
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but,  happily  the  teacher  now  occupying  her  place  has  approved 
herself  to  the  Board  by  steady  exertion ; — and  the  children  evince 
improvement  equalling  that  of  any  previous  period.  As  stewards  of 
one  of  the  public  charities  of  our  city,  we  have  striven  to  meet 
pecuniary  pressure  by  the  closest  frugality  of  expenditure,  permitted 
by  a  generous  feeding  and  clothing  of  our  little  ones. 

In  donations  from  impulsive  charity,  we  have  received  more  than 
during  any  other  year,  and  our  good  Matron  tells  us  of  an  increase 
of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public,  shown  in  more  frequent  visits, 
and  larger  number  of  visitors. 

If,  in  this  exhibit  of  our  past  and  present  condition,  we  have 
departed  from  formal  usage,  and  have  approached  our  donors  and 
contributors,  with  unusual  familiarity  of  detail,  it  must  be  regarded 
as  the  result  of  our  desire  so  thoroughly  to  place  before  you  the 
interests  of  the  Institution,  that  the  hearts,  from  which  emanated  our 
whole  support,  shall  find  how  doubly  blessed  is  the  quality  of  mercy. 
"  It  is  not  strained"  but  "  blesseth  him  that  gives  and  him  that  takes." 
By  it  we  would  invite  you  to  witness  the  "  work  of  love,"  in  which, 
the  "  mites"  you  have  given,  have  enlarged  themselves  to  important 
worth.  The  trifle  forgotten  as  soon  as  given,  has  helped  to  feed  the 
hungry  and  clothe  the  naked  and  will  prove  to  you  as  seed  "cast 
on  fruitful  waters." 

We  wish  also  again  to  express  our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Jane  Preston, 
and  the  Trustees  of  "  Preston  Retreat"  for  the  use  of  their  spacious 
building  which  we  still  occupy.

REPORT. 


At  the  commencement  of  their  Thirteenth  year,  the  managers  of  the 
Foster  Home  Association,  desire  thankfully  to  acknowledge  past  mer- 
cies, and  the  ever  watchful  care  and  guardianship  of  an  over  ruling 
Providence. 

Unusual  health  has  reigned  in  the  Institution  during  the  year,  and 
out  of  the  large  family  of  children  now  numbering  86,  only  one,  a  babe 
of  three  years  old  has  been  called  to  its  Heavenly  Home. 

The  managers  return  their  thanks  to  the  Benevolent  Public,  who  by 
Subscriptions  and  Donations,  have  enabled  them  to  clothe,  feed  and 
educate  the  little  ones,  committed  to  their  care.  The  parents,  according 
to  their  ability,  pay  the  small  sum  of  seventy-five  or  fifty  cents  per 
week  which,  though  totally  inadequate  for  the  support  of  the  child, 
removes  from  the  parent  the  feeling  of  pauperism,  and  when  they  are 
so  circumstanced  as  to  take  their  children  again  under  their  protection, 
they  receive  them  from  the  Institution,  benefitted  we  trust,  by  the 
religious  and  moral  training  they  have  received  at  the  Home. 

The  object  of  the  Institution  is  to  afford  an  asylum  for  half  orphan 
children,  when  the  surviving  parent  has  not  the  comforts  of  a  home  to 
give  them.  In  some  instances  either  by  desertion  ot  the  death  of 
parents  the  children  are  supported  entirely  by  the  Association,  and 
when  of  a  proper  age  they  have  been  carefully  placed  out  in  suitable 
situations,  the  Board  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing,  that  they  have 
so  conducted  themselves  as  to  meet  the  approbation  of  their  employers ; 
which  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  good  results  of  their  training  in 
Foster  Home. 

We  have  great  pleasure  in  expressing  our  satisfaction  with  the 
excellent  condition  of  the  Institution,  and  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty, 
by  those  to  whom  its  several  departments  are  entrusted,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  managers. 


The  Board  gratefully  acknowledge  the  liberal  bequest  of  E.  W.  Clark 
Esq.,  and  its  payment  by  his  Executors. 

Our  renewed  thanks  are  due  to  the  physicians  Drs.  Arrott,  Cheston 
Morris,  Wurts,  and  Packard,  who  devote  so  much  of  their  valuable 
time  benevolently  to  the  Institution  and  also  to  Dr.  Flagg  who  kindly 
and  gratuitously  attends  to  all  the  dental  operations  of  this  large 
family. 

Much  assistance  has  been  rendered  us  in  the  making  of  garments 
for  the  children  by  the  Inmates  of  Friends  Asylum  for  the  Insane, 
through  the  kindness  of  the  Matron,  M.  Worthington. 

Our  Sunday  School  Teachers,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Allen  have 
continued  during  the  year  their  valuable  instructions  and  the  Board 
desire  to  return  them  their  sincere  thanks  for  these  labours  of  Christian 
love.  The  children  attend  Divine  Service,  accompanied  by  two  of  the 
Officers  of  the  Home,  every  Sabbath  morning  at  the  church  of  the 
Redemption,  of  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Durborrow  is  Rector. 

In  conclusion  we  beg  leave  to  appeal  to  the  liberality  of  the  Public 
to  support  us  in  the  performance  of  our  anxious  duties.  Our  funds  as 
will  be  perceived  by  a  reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer — 
hereunto  annexed,  are  very  low,  and  notwithstanding  the  strictest 
economy  in  our  expenditures,  we  are  constantly  obliged  to  reject  many 
applicants  appealing  strongly  to  our  sympathies.  Sometimes  a  widowed 
mother  desires  to  place  with  us  her  helpless  child  that  she  may  be 
enabled  better  to  obtain  a  support  for  it  and  herself,  and  in  very  many 
cases  we  feel  that  "  Our  Home"  is  a  refuge  to  the  little  ones  from  the 
contaminating  influences  to  which  early  poverty  is  so  frequently 
exposed. 

But  the  limits  of  a  Report  do  not  permit  a  detail  of  such  cases  and 
we  urge  on  all  who  are  interested  in  the  training  of  children  for  use- 
fulness here  and  happiness  hereafter  to  visit  the  Institution  and  judge 
for  themselves  and  by  their  benevolent  contributions  aid  us  not  only  to 
sustain  but  greatly  to  increase  its  means  of  doing  good. 

Through  the  continued  kindness  of  Mrs.  Preston  and  the  Trustees 
of  the  Preston  Retreat  we  still  occupy  the  commodious  building  so 
essential  to  the  usefulness  of  this  excellent  charity.

FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Under  the  blessing  and  guidance  of  an  allwise  and  gracious 
God,  your  Board  have  been  brought  to  another  season,  "when 
duty  demands  them  to  present  to  their  friends  and  patrons, 
some  account  of  their  stewardship,  and  at  the  same  time,  to 
present  before  you,  the  objects  of  your  care  and  kindness,  that 
they  may  join  their  lisping  voices,  testifying  in  the  best  -way 
they  are  able,  their  indebtedness  to  you,  for  the  happy  home 
they  still  continue  to  enjoy. 

Your  Managers  humbly  trust,  that  the  appearance  and 
recitations  of  the  Children,  will  not  only  do  honor  to  their 
Teachers,  the  Matron  and  her  assistants,  but  bestow  upon  you 
the  best  reward  earth  can  give. 

The  Institution,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  cheered  and 
blest  by  the  sunshine  of  health  and  comfort.  Death  has  but 
once  invaded  the  "Home,"  the  subject  of  which  was  a  little 
girl,  placed  within  its  walls  at  an  early  age  by  her  father,  and 
almost  immediately  deserted.  Possessing  a  delicate  constitu- 
tion, in  connection  with  some  feebleness  of  intellect,  she  could 
not  be  placed  in  a  position  to  obtain  her  own  living,  although 
of  an  age  to  do  so ;  consequently,  she  was  sheltered  and  pro- 
tected until  the  day  of  her  death,  which  took  place  in  her 
seventeenth  year.  After  three  months  of  suffering,  she  was 
removed  from  her  "Foster  Home"  on  earth,  to  a  more  endur- 
ing home  above ;  but  not  before  she  had  given  evidence  to 
those  around  her  dying  bed,  that  she  had  been  enabled  to 
accept  that  salvation  offered  by  Him,  who  said  when  on  earth, 
"  Him  that  cometh  unto  me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out." 

In  recording  the  domestic  experience  of  the  past  year,  your 
Board  feel  it  almost  useless  to  reiterate  into  your  ears,  the 
same  sorrows  and  perplexities  they  have  been  wont  to  do  from 
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year  to  year,  laboring  with  tied  hands,  for  want  of  means  to 
extend  their  usefulness,  daily  being  made  touchingly  alive  to 
the  fact  that 

"  There  has  many  a  tear  been  shed, 

And  many  a  heart  been  broken, 
For  want  of  a  gentle  hand  stretched  forth, 

Or  a  word  in  kindness  spoken." 

Obliged  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  piteous  cry  of  the  helpless, 
however  urgent  the  case  may  be,  arising  from  the  fact,  that 
they  do  not  feel  authorized  to  increase  their  expenses,  or  go 
beyond  a  limited  income. 

It  cannot  be  that  ignorance  is  the  cause  of  this  noble  Insti- 
tution, having  to  struggle  with  poverty,  with  not  enough  placed 
in  the  hands  of  its  Managers,  to  feed  and  clothe  the  eighty-six 
children  under  their  care.  Not  so;  each  successive  report 
states  its  object  to  be,  not  only  to  afford  a  home  for  the  desti- 
tute child,  when  the  strong  arm  of  a  father,  or  the  ever  watch- 
ful eye  of  a  mother  is  withdrawn— but  that  every  effort  is  made 
to  instill  into  the  infant  mind,  religious  principles,  which, 
accompanied  by  the  blessing  of  God,  must  fit  them  to  bear  the 
sorrows  of  a  life  on  earth,  and  prepare  them  for  a  happy  eter- 
nity in  the  world  to  come. 

Notwithstanding  the  many  discouragements  and  trials  which 
meet  your  Board  at  every  turn,  their  hearts  are  sometimes 
cheered  by  incidents,  which  bring  to  their  knowledge  the  good 
results  of  the  early  training  of  the  children  under  their  care, 
one  of  which  is  worthy  of  record.  Not  long  since,  a  young 
sailor  made  his  appearance  at  the  door  of  the  "  Home,"  asking 
for  the  Matron  who  had  charge  of  the  Institution,  when  he,  as 
a  little  boy,  found  protection  there. 

Upon  being  told  she  was  dead,  he  expressed  a  desire  to  go 
through  the  Institution,  stating  that  he  had  been  absent  from 
Philadelphia  a  long  time,  and  visited  many  foreign  ports,  but 
had  never  forgotten  his  early  "  Home  ;"  and  upon  this  his  first 
return  to  his  native  place,  he  determined  to  visit  it,  and  en- 
quire for  those  of  his  companions  he  had  left  behind,  and  to 
express  his  gratitude  for  all  the  kindness  he  had  received. 
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The  children  in  this  house  all  attend  the  worship  of  God  on 
the  Sabbath  morning,  and  are  indebted  for  that  privilege  to 
the  kindness  of  the  Rev.  George  A.  Durborrow,  who  has  made 
arrangements  to  accommodate  them  all  in  his  church.  In  the 
afternoon  they  are  instructed  by  friends  of  the  Institution,  to 
whom  your  Managers  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  their 
deepest  gratitude. 

Your  Board  again  renew  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Rev. 
Thomas  G.  Allen,  who  still  devotes  one  afternoon  of  each  week 
to  the  religious  instruction  of  the  children,  the  good  results  of 
which  may  be  seen  by  every  one  who  will  visit  the  Institution, 
and  hear  them  questioned  on  Scripture  truth.  They  also 
desire  to  acknowledge  the  continued  liberality  of  Mrs.  Preston 
and  the  Trustees  of  "Preston  Retreat;"  and  at  the  same  time 
with  grateful  feelings,  bear  testimony  to  the  gratuitous  atten- 
tions of  their  Physicians,  Doctors  Arrott,  Morris,  Packard  and 
Wurts ;  also  to  Dr.  Flagg,  surgeon  dentist,  who  has  bestowed 
no  little  attention  upon  the  children  of  the  "Home." 

The  thanks  of  your  Managers  are  also  due  to  the  Mount 
Moriah  Cemetery  Company,  for  the  Burial  lot  with  which  they 
have  so  kindly  presented  them,  for  the  use  of  the  Institution. 

An  invitation  is  again  extended  to  the  friends  of  the  Insti- 
tution, to  visit  it.  It  will  at  all  times  be  found  in  a  condition 
of  cleanliness  and  comfort. 

As  there  is  a  time  and  a  season  for  everything  under  the 
sun,  your  Board  feel  this  to  be  the  time  to  appeal  to  you,  not 
only  for  your  sympathy,  but  for  the  means  to  go  on  with  the 
work  with  which  you  have  entrusted  them.  Without  it  they 
cannot  go  on ;  with  it  they  will  leave  no  effort  untried  to  make 
it  productive  of  good,  accompanied  by  the  prayers  that  God 
will  shed  on  this  monument  of  your  charity,  the  sheltering 
wings  of  his  protection,  that  he  will  open  the  hearts  of  his 
people,  to  whom  he  has  lent  his  gold,  to  feel  the  solemn  duty 
of  giving  some  to  the  destitute,  to  his  eternal  honor  and 
glory.  .
